Shortly before her death, Caligula 
appointed her Priestess of Divus Augustus, the title recorded on the reverse of 
this coin. She refused the title Augusta which Caligula also offered her, but after 
her death either Caligula or Claudius nevertheless assigned this title to her. It 
too appears on this aureus, which like the rest of Antonia’s coinage was struck 
by her son Claudius during the earlier years of his reign.

Unique. This interesting little coin is one of a series generally referred to 
as “minimae” of Caesarea. The series was discussed in some detail by H. 
Hamburger (Minute Coins from Caesarea, ATIQOT: Journal of the Israel 
Department of Antiquities, Volume I, 1955 pp.115-138). Hamburger, a collector 
who frequently searched the sands in Caesarea, reported on more than 120 
coins, many of which he believed were struck in Caesarea Maritima, late in 
the first century A.D. or in some cases later help provide small change for 
the region. These coins were tiny and poorly executed; they frequently copied 
coins of Phoenicia, Alexandria, and Rome. Y. Meshorer (A Treasury of Jewish 
Coins, Amphora, 2001, p.183) also observed and described many that “are 
imitations of Jewish coins and were struck in Caesarea in the first century C.E. 
(A.D.) on the initiative of that city’s mint. This mint used to copy coins that were 
in circulation and issue their likes in small denominations of half-prutot for use 
in the local money market.... (these coins) are not Jewish coins but merely 
copies of them.” Meshorer (p. 345) shows photographs of 14 various examples 
of these “minima” of Caesarea copying coins of the Herods, Jewish War and 
Procurators of Judaea. This particular type of coin was not known to Meshorer; 
it depicts an imitation of the sacred Jewish menorah; albeit one with 10 or 11 
branches. Clearly the object in question is a menorah, and some similar forms 
are shown in drawings in In the Light of the Menorah: Story of a Symbol (Israel 
Museum, 1 999, pp. 69-80). Like other depictions of menorahs, the object shown 
on this coin has an obvious base, and the menorah’s branches are essentially 
parallel and face upward. On the other hand, when trees are depicted on the 
tiny Caesarea coins, the branches and bunches of dates hang, quite obviously, 
downwards. Thus, while not strictly-speaking a Jewish coin, this is, in fact, 
a first century replica of the Jewish menorah coin, much as the Umayyad 
“menorah” coin (which, incidentally, bears either 5 or 7 branches) of the 7th 
century A.D. (see D. Barag, “The Islamic Candlestick Coins of Jerusalem” in 
Israel Numismatic Journal, Volume 10, 1988-89, pp. 40-48). Both coins are 
prized by collectors, but this one was probably copied from one of the original 
menorah coins of Mattathias Antigonus (Hendin- 485) only around 100 years 
after they began to circulate. — David Hendin. Crude menorah but with the 
vase it is definitely a menorah and not a tree. The issues of Caesarea are 
known but none with a menorah. Apparently unique and certainly unpublished.

394. FAIENCE EYE OF HORUS PLAQUE, 22nd Dynasty, reign of Sheshonq III

simultaneously trampling his enemies and spearing lions with the help of a 
hunting dog. The accompanying hieroglyphic inscription identifies the king 
as “User-maat-re Setep-en-re, Sheshonq (III) beloved of Amun, given all life, 
stability, and power like (Re).” Wild animals were typical symbols of the chaos 
that constantly threatened the harmony of the universe, and depictions of the 
king overpowering these negative forces emphasized his role as the guardian 
of ma’at, the cosmic order. The eye of Horus, a symbol of well-being, was 
commonly used as a protective amulet by both the living and the dead.

395. CARNELIAN EYE OF HORUS, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. The eye of 

Horus, or udjat eye, represents the eye of the falcon god Horus after it was 
injured in battle with his evil uncle Seth and then healed by Thoth. The amulet 
combines a human eye and eyebrow with the markings of a falcon. Inserted 
into the wrappings of a mummy, the amulet served to protect the deceased 
from the dangers of the Underworld and helped to restore the vitality of the 
physical body after death.

B.C. This scene from a mummy-case of cartonnage (plastered layers of linen 
molded wet over the mummy and subsequently decorated with funerary motifs) 
depicts the goddess Nephthys, in a close-fitting red sheath dress pinned over 
one shoulder and her hair pulled back, kneeling in protection of the deceased. 
In front of her stands Anubis, wearing a close-fitting tunic with shoulder strap, 
kilt, ox’s tail, his arms apparently extended as he attends to the mummy. 
The scene is framed by a polychrome border with a lozenge pattern. The 
accompanying hieroglyphic inscription reads: “Words spoken by Nephthys: I 
wail for you. I mourn for you! I am behind you, while Isis is in front of you.”

The human-headed bird 
represented the ba, one of the three principal spirit forms that survived death, 
often translated in English as “soul.” After death, the ba revisited the world 
of the living, traveling in the sun god’s boat but always returning to the tomb 
to be reunited with the deceased’s corpse. A ba amulet may have served to 
substitute for the ba, should it fail to return to the tomb. Double ba amulets 
such as this one may represent the twin souls of Re and Osiris, referred to 
in Chapter 17 of the Book of the Dead, with whom the deceased hoped to be 
associated. A suspension loop behind the birds’ heads may have served to

B.C. From the front panel of a cartonnage coffin. Around the end of the New 
Kingdom, the innermost of several nesting coffins was replaced by a mummy 
case made of cartonnage, plastered layers of linen or papyrus moulded wet 
against the surfaces of the mummy and then brightly painted. This cartonnage 
panel consists of a central band of hieroglyphs naming the deceased’s titles, 
name, and filiation, flanked by representations of two of the four sons of Horus: 
human-headed Imsety to the left, and baboon-headed Qebehsenuf to the right. 
Above Imsety are preserved the feet, ankles, and one pendant hand of another 
figure wearing a long sheath dress- a woman, therefore, and perhaps Isis or 
Nepthys who as Osiris’ sisters are frequently included in the decoration of Late 
Period coffins. The bottom of the panel is decorated with a pattern imitating a 
broad collar or net of tear-drop beads strung together. The inscription reads: 
“...the greatest of the five (a title of the high-priest of Hermopolis) and judge

All of this was a natural process in the sculptors’ art 
and once done, the piece was chased to surface, given the finishing touches 
and gilded.

According to Chapter 156 of the Book of the Dead, the tit-amulet was to be 
made of red jasper and placed at the neck of the mummy, such that “the power 
of Isis might be the protection of his body.”

491 . EGYPTIAN BRONZE AEGIS IN THE FORM OF A COUNTERPOISE, Third 
Intermediate to Late Period The counterpoise - the pendulum-shaped 
weight which, attached to a heavy collar, hung down the back between the 
shoulder blades and served to balance the weight of the collar lying over the 
chest - usually consisted of an aegis surmounting a shaft and roundel. In 
this particular example, the aegis comprises a broad collar surmounted by the 
heads of Mut and Khonsu. Mut wears the Double Crown of Upper and Lower 
Egypt, while hawk-headed Khonsu is easily identified by the moon disk and 
uraeus. The shaft of the counterpoise, which juts out in back at a right angle 
to the aegis, is decorated with the figure of a standing goddess, wearing cow’s 


horns and holding a scepter; the sides of the shaft are characteristically framed 
by long, pendant uraeus cobras. As for the function of this bronze, the fact that 
the shaft and roundel are at right angles to the aegis would have rendered its 
use as an actual counterpoise very awkward. Two loops - a large one behind 
the heads and a smaller one behind the collar - suggest rather that this aegis 
may have been affixed to the prow or stern of a small portable bark of Mut or 
Khonsu, which would have been carried around in processions. H. 1” Longest

492. EGYPTIAN GREEN-GLAZED FAIENCE PATAIKOS, Late Period, ca. 715-330 
B.C. The word pataikos derives from the Greek writer Herodotus’ description 
of the protective dwarf figures with which the Phoenicians adorned the prows 
of their triremes. Depicting a naked dwarf with close-shaved hair, bowed legs, 
rounded belly, and arms akimbo, the Egyptian pataikos was protective and 
functioned apotropaically, warding off danger and negative forces. In both 
form and function, the pataikos shows close affinities with Bes, the bow-legged 
dwarf god who warded off the malevolent forces of chaos during childbirth. 
This particular example has a scarab atop its head and a suspension loop at 
the back, which permitted stringing. Chip to faience surface on head.

They 
were painstakingiy produced by the Romans within 45 years of the crucifixion, 
which most iikeiy occurred in 33 A.D. The Romans had a specific way of 
producing naiis. These naiis, had they not been discovered in an archeoiogicai 
context couid not have been distinguished from the naiis used in Judea at 
that fatefui time. These Roman naiis were discovered in 1961 by Professor 
Richmond who was excavating at the site of the fortress known as Inchtuthii. 
The naiis were sent to Juiius Agricuia by 78 A.D. at the iatest to aid him in the 
Roman war against the Caiedonians in Scotiand. The Roman generai, Juiius 
Agricuia, commanded one of oniy 27 Roman iegions, the XX, which iater was 
responsibie for buiiding Hadrian’s Waii. The fortress housed 5500 men who 
were successfui in defeating the fierce Caiedonians who used immense swords 
and smaii shieids made of iron as their primary weapons. In 84 A.D., because 
of jealously by the Roman emperor Domitian and trouble with the German 
tribes, Agricuia was recaiied to Rome, the iegion dispatched to Germany and 
the fortress at Inchtuthii was ordered dismantied and moved to Germany. 
Because of some transport probiems 750,000 of the naiis had to buried on site 
to keep them from the Caiedonians who vaiued iron more than siiver or goid. 
The Romans were so successfui that the naiis remained undetected for 1900 
years. The buik of the naiis are in the nationai museum of Scotiand. Those in 
our possession were sent for anaiyses and iater exported to us from the United 
Kingdom with an officiai permit naming these as naiis of Inchtuthii. These are 
the oniy naiis from antiquity that can be exactiy dated.
